Squill Mncan 
Hits at U.S. 
‘Subversion’

STELLENBOSCH, South 
Africa, July 14— Albert Hert- 
zog. South African Minister of 
Posts and Telegraphs, accused 
the United States last night of 
subverting this nation’s youth 
with films and scholarships to 
U.S. universities. 

Hertzog told the 18th con- 
gress of the Federation of 
Afrikaans Cultural Organiza- 
tions that the motion picture 
is “one of the most insidious 
American influences in South 
Africa.” 

He cited as an example of 
bias a newsreel that he said 
merely touched on South Afri- 
ca’s republic anniversary cele- 
brations, but devoted nearly 
half its time to the visit here 
of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy (D- 
N.Y.), “Who came to South 
Africa with the express pur- 
pose of insulting the white 
man.” 

The managing director of 
Fox Theaters here said sever- 
al editions of the newsreel 
gave 26 minutes to the repub- 
lic celebrations and two min- 
utes to Kennedy. 

Hertzog accused the Ameri- 
'can Field Service of luring 
young South Africans to the 
United States for a year, at 
the “raw and inexperienced” 
age of 16 to 18, so that they 
would return not to build up 
I South Africa, but to destroy 
lit.

Hertzog blamed “the poison ; 
of communism” and “the sub- 
tle modern techniques of the 
United States” jointly for the 
collapse of the former world 
domains of Western European 
countries in the last 15 years. 
He mentioned a detailed plan 
for the invasion of South Afri- 
ca, which he said had been 
submitted to the United Na- 
tions by the “Carnegie Insti- 
tute.” 

(The Carnegie Endowment 
for International Peace did a 
study of the feasibility of 
; sanctions against South Africa 
; last year. It made no recom- 
mendations.) 

Hertzog is considered the 
man most responsible for 
South Africa’s not having tele- 
vision, lest it subvert local au- 
diences,
